A  GUIDE  TO  PUBLIC  ACCOUNTS 

1.  Scope  of  the  Public  Accounts 

The  1994-95  Public  Accounts  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  comprise  the  financial  statements  and  three  volumes: 

Volume  1  contains  schedules  and  Ministry  statements. 

Volume  2  contains  the  financial  statements  of  selected  provincial  crown  corporations,  boards  and  commissions  and  other 

miscellaneous  financial  statements. 

Volume  3  contains  the  details  of  expenditure. 

2.  A  Guide  to  Volume  1  of  the  Public  Accounts 

(1)  Schedules  of  Revenue  and  Expenditure 

(2)  Schedules  of  Financial  Transactions 

(3)  Schedules  of  Assets  and  Liabilities  Balances 

(4)  Ministry  Statements 

A  Government- wide  tabular  Summary  of  Appropriations  and  Actual  Expenditure  is  provided  as  an  introduction 
to  this  section  on  pages  4-2  to  4-7.  A  column  headed  "Other  Accounts"  contains,  except  for  Loan-based 
Financing,  the  total  by  ministry  of  payments  for  'Loans  and  Investments"  and  other  liabilities.  Individual 
ministry  reports  of  financial  activity  are  provided  on  pages  4-9  to  4-462.  The  following  seven  separate 
statements  are  presented  for  each  ministry  as  applicable. 

(a)"Statement  of  Expenditure  by  Program" 

This  Statement  provides  an  overview  of  the  expenditures  of  each  ministry.  It  shows,  by  ministry  program  and 
in  total  for  the  ministry,  the  amount  of  the  current  year's  actual  expenditures  which  is  compared  with  the  related 
appropriation  for  the  current  year  and  the  previous  year's  actual  expenditures.  Ministry  totals  for  expenditures 
and  Loans  and  Investments  are  also  shown. 

(b) "Statement  of  Expenditure  by  Program  and  Activity" 

This  statement,  prepared  for  each  ministry  program,  is  designed  to  show  the  activities  comprising  the  program. 
The  appropriation  for  each  activity  is  analyzed  according  to  funds  appropriated  through  the  Expenditure 
Estimates  or  approved  by  Treasury  Board  and  the  total  is  compared  to  the  actual  amount  spent  for  the  fiscal 
year.  Statutory  payments  are  reported  separately.  The  "program  description"  narrative  contained  in  the 
Expenditure  Estimates  is  included  with  the  statement  to  provide  the  reader  with  a  general  description  of  the 
program. 

(c)  "Details  of  Expenditure  by  Activity  and  Standard  Accounts  Classification" 

This  statement  reports  the  actual  ministry  expenditures  for  each  program  on  the  basis  of  the  Standard  Accounts 
Classification  within  each  activity.  Statutory  Appropriations  and  Other  Accounts  are  not  Standard  Accounts. 
Amounts  required  for  Statutory  Appropriations  and  Other  Accounts  are  shown,  where  applicable,  as  separate 
entries  under  the  Standard  Accounts  Classification  details  relating  to  each  Activity. 

The  following  is  a  brief  outline  of  the  types  of  expenditures  included  in  each  of  the  eight  Standard  Accounts 
comprising  the  Standard  Accounts  Classification: 

Salaries  and  Wages 

Includes  salaries  and  wages,  overtime  and  other  remuneration  paid  to  regular,  probationary,  unclassified  and 
other  staff;  temporary  help  costs;  indemnities  and  allowances  paid  to  Members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly; 
and  special  allowances  paid  to  public  servants. 
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Employee  Benefits 

Includes  the  government's  contribution  as  an  employer  to  the  Canada  Pension  Plan;  the  Public  Service 
Pension  Fund;  the  Unemployment  Insurance  Fund;  the  Workers'  Compensation  Board;  and  other  employee 
benefit  plans. 

Transportation  and  Communication 

Includes  travelling  expenses  of  public  servants  on  government  business  and  recipients  of  government 
services,  such  as  wards  of  the  Province;  relocation  expenses  of  public  servants  who  are  transferred  or 
recruited;  expenses  of  moving  office  furniture  and  equipment;  costs  of  transportation  of  goods  other  than 
for  initial  delivery;  mailing  costs,  such  as. postage  and  registration;  and  communication  costs,  such  as 
telephone,  telegram,  and  data  communications. 

Services 

Includes  information  services,  such  as,  advertising  provided  by  professional  agencies  and  advertising  placed 
directly  with  the  media;  rental  and  the  purchased  repair  and  maintenance  of  machinery,  equipment, 
buildings,  land  and  engineering  structures;  data  processing  services;  insurance  premiums;  and  other 
professional  and  special  services. 

Supplies  and  Equipment 

Includes  provision  for  the  purchase  of  all  machinery  and  equipment,  both  new  and  used;  and  the  purchase 
of  all  materials,  supplies  and  utilities. 

Acquisition/Construction  of  Physical  Assets 

Includes  all  costs  of  acquisition  and  construction  by  contract  of  new  and  used  buildings  and  engineering 
structures;  and  the  cost  of  acquisition  of  land. 

Transfer  Payments 

Includes  grants,  subsidies,  assistance  to  persons;  the  business  sector;  non-commercial  institutions;  and  other 
government  bodies. 

Other  Transactions 

Includes  special  transactions,  such  as  Ontario  Development  Corporation  —  Loan  Forgiveness  and 
Guarantees,  Municipal  Taxes  on  Agricultural  Rural  Development  Agreement  (ARDA)  owned  property,  and 
repayable  grants. 

(d)"Statement  of  Revenue" 

This  ministry  statement  reports  on  a  comparative  basis  the  fiscal  year  revenues  analyzed  by  the  standard  revenue 
sources  used  in  the  Province's  accounts.  A  more  detailed  analysis  of  amounts  within  the  standard  sources  is 
provided  where  appropriate.  All  revenues  are  deposited  to  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  and  reporting  by 
ministry  denotes  the  revenue  collection  responsibility  only. 

(e) "Statement  of  Repayments  of  Loans  and  Investments" 

This  statement  reports  on  a  comparative  basis  the  repayments  of  loans  or  recoveries  of  investments  collected 
by  the  ministry.  Reporting  by  a  ministry  generally  denotes  responsibility  for  the  related  loans  and  investments 
made  from  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund. 

(f)"Statement  of  Other  Liabilities  —  Net" 

This  statement  reports  on  a  comparative  basis  the  deposits  into  appropriate  accounts.  Reporting  by  a  ministry 
generally  denotes  responsibility  for  the  related  trust  admimstration  account.

The  Ontario  Budget 


The  Ontario  government  presents  a  Budget  each  year,  usually  in  the  early  spring.  The  background  and  implications  of  any 
new  tax  proposals  are  contained  in  the  Budget  papers,  which  include  the  Budget  Statement,  Budget  Measures,  the  fiscal  plan 
and  other  information.

The  Estimates  of  the  Province  of  Ontario 

The  government's  spending  estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  commencing  April  1  are  presented  to  members  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  following  the  presentation  of  the  Ontario  Budget  by  the  Minister  of  Finance.  The  Estimates  outline  the  spending 
plans  of  each  Ministry  that  the  Legislative  Assembly  will  be  asked  to  approve  in  the  form  of  the  Supply  Act.  Copies  of  the 
Estimates  may  be  obtained  free  from  Publications  Ontario,  880  Bay  Street,  Toronto,  Ontario,  or  by  writing  to  the  Publications 
Services  Section,  5th  Floor,  880  Bay  Street,  Toronto,  Ontario,  M7A  1N8.

Personal  Income  Tax  is  collected  by  the  Federal  Government  on  behalf  of  the  Province.  The  Ontario  tax  rate  for 
1994  and  1995  is  58%  of  Basic  Federal  Tax.  The  amount  received  by  the  Province  is  net  of  $920,000,000  and  $435,100,683 
for  1994  and  1993  respectively,  for  Ontario  Tax  Credits  (OTCs).  The  amount  received  is  also  net  of  Administration  fees  (of 
about  1%  of  OTCs)  charged  by  the  Government  of  Canada. 

A  surtax  equal  to  20  per  cent  of  Ontario  income  tax  in  excess  of  $5,500,  plus  10  per  cent  of  Ontario  income  tax  in 
excess  of  $8,000  was  levied  in  1994.  For  1995,  the  surtax  rates  and  thresholds  remain  unchanged. 

Ontario  income  tax  is  eliminated  if  Ontario  tax  is  below  a  threshold  amount.  For  1994  and  1995,  the  basic  threshold 
amount  is  $205  to  which  is  added  $395  for  each  dependent  child  and  disabled  dependant  that  the  taxfiler  is  entitled  to  claim. 
If  Ontario  tax  exceeds  the  taxfiler' s  threshold  amount,  the  individual  may  be  eligible  to  pay  a  reduced  amount  of  Ontario  tax. 
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DETAILS  OF  REVENUE  —  Continued 

Ontario  Retail  Sales  Tax  is  collected  for  the  Province  by  registered  vendors  on  the  price  exclusive  of  any  Federal 
Goods  and  Services  Tax.  The  tax  is  levied  on  the  purchaser  of  most  tangible  personal  property  and  certain  services  at  the 
general  rate  of  8%  of  the  purchase  price.  For  admission  fees  exceeding  $4.00  and  alcoholic  beverages  sold  at  licenced 
establishments  the  rate  is  10%.  Alcoholic  beverages  sold  through  retail  outlets  are  taxed  at  12%.  On  transient 
accommodation,  the  rate  is  5%.  Auto  insurance  premiums  are  taxed  at  5%  while  other  insurance  premiums  are  generally 
taxed  at  8%.  Individual  life  and  health  insurance  premiums  are  exempt .  There  is  also  a  Tax  for  Fuel  Conservation  levied 
under  the  Retail  Sales  Tax  Act.  A  progressive  tax  schedule  is  applied  to  purchases  of  new  passenger  and  sport  utility  vehicles 
based  on  their  highway  fuel  consumption  ratings.  A  $100  tax  credit  is  given  to  the  purchaser  of  a  passenger  car  with  a 
highway  fuel  consumption  rating  of  less  than  6.0  litres  of  gasoline  or  diesel  fuel  per  100  kilometres.  Persons  who  produce 
their  own  been  and  wine  in  a  vendor's  place  are  required  to  pay  a  tax  of  $0.26  per  litre  of  beer  and  wine  delivered  between 
August  1,  1993  and  April  19,  1994  and  $0.13  per  litre  delivered  after  April  19,  1994.  Persons  who  produce  other  tangible 
personal  property  for  own  consumption  are  required  to  pay  tax  on  the  fair  value.  The  Retail  Sales  Tax  provides  a  range  of 
exemptions  and  rebates. 

Corporations  Tax  includes  an  income  tax  of  9.5%  on  active  business  income  of  small  corporations.  The  rate 
gradually  increases  to  the  general  corporate  rate  as  income  increases  from  $200,000  to  $500,000.  The  general  corporate  rate 
on  active  business  income  from  manufacturing  and  processing,  mining,  logging,  fishing  and  farming  is  13.5%.  The  general 
corporate  rate  on  other  income  is  15.5%.  The  Province  levies  a  corporate  rninimum  tax  (CMT)  effective  for  taxation  years 
commencing  after  December  31,  1993,  phased-in  over  a  three-year  period.  The  CMT  will  levy  a  4%  rate  on  a  corporation's 
CMT  base  when  it  is  fully  phased  in  on  January  1,  1996.  Basically,  the  CMT  base  is  the  income  reported  for  accounting 
purposes  by  the  corporation,  excluding  dividends.  Small  businesses  (those  with  total  assets  of  up  to  $5  million  or  gross 
revenues  of  up  to  $10  million)  will  be  exempt.  The  CMT  is  reduced  by  income  taxes  payable. 

The  Province  levies  a  special  tax  on  life  insurance  companies,  effective  for  taxation  years  ending  after  April  30, 1992. 
This  measure  levies  a  1.25%  rate  on  a  corporation's  taxable  paid-up  capital.  The  first  $10  million  in  paid-up  capital  will  be 
exempt  from  tax.  Regular  corporate  income  tax  payable  in  the  year  will  be  creditable  against  this  special  additional  tax. 
Insurance  companies  pay  a  2%  tax  on  net  premiums  in  respect  of  accident,  sickness  and  life  insurance  for  persons  residing 
in  Ontario.  A  3%  tax  is  levied  on  net  premiums  in  respect  of  any  other  contract  of  insurance.  Contracts  in  respect  of 
property  insurance  also  bear  an  additional  0.5%  tax  on  net  premiums.  The  Province  levies  a  capital  tax  on  paid-up  capital 
allocated  to  Ontario.  Corporations  whose  taxable  capital  does  not  exceed  $2.3  million  qualify  for  a  reduced  tax  or  exemption. 
The  capital  tax  rate  for  general  corporations  with  taxable  capital  over  $2.3  million  is  0.3%.  Loan  and  trust  companies  are 
subject  to  a  capital  tax  rate  of  1.0%.  The  capital  tax  rate  on  banks  was  increased  from  1.0%  to  1.12%,  effective  May  1, 1992. 

The  Employer  Health  Tax  was  introduced  effective  January  1,  1990.  The  tax  is  payable  by  employers  at  a  rate  of 
1.95  per  cent  based  on  the  total  remuneration  paid  to  their  Ontario  employees.  Reduced  rates  of  tax  are  applicable  to 
employers  having  annual  payrolls  of  $400,000  or  less.  As  a  result  of  a  1994  Budget  initiative,  employers  who  increase  their 
payroll  do  not  have  to  pay  the  tax  for  one  year  on  the  increased  amount  of  their  payroll.  This  measure  took  effect  on  May 
1,  1994. 

Gasoline  Tax  is  levied  on  gasoline  and  propane  used  as  a  transportation  fuel,  and  includes  all  fuels  used  to  power 
aircraft.  The  tax  rate  for  gasoline  is  14.7  cents  per  litre.  The  tax  rate  for  propane  used  in  motor  vehicles  is  4.3  cents  per 
litre.  The  tax  rate  for  all  fuels  used  in  powering  aircraft  is  2.7  cents  per  litre.  The  tax  is  collected  for  the  province  mainly 
by  wholesalers  of  gasoline  and  propane  (oil  companies),  but  in  some  cases  may  be  remitted  directly  by  the  users. 

Fuel  Tax  is  levied  on  diesel  fuel  used  as  a  transportation  fuel.  The  tax  rate  for  diesel  fuel  is  14.3  cents  per  litre. 
Diesel  fuel  used  to  power  railroad  locomotives  is  taxed  at  4.5  cents  per  litre.  The  tax  is  collected  from  the  province  mainly 
by  wholesalers  of  diesel  fuel  (oil  companies)  but  in  some  cases  may  be  remitted  directly  by  the  users. 
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DETAILS  OF  REVENUE  —  Continued 

Land  Transfer  Tax  is  collected  through  Ontario  land  registrars  on  the  transfer  of  land.  One-half  of  1%  is  levied  on 
the  value  of  consideration  up  to  and  including  $55,000;  1.0%  on  the  value  of  consideration  between  $55,000  and  $250,000; 
1.5%  on  the  value  of  consideration  exceeding  $250,000;  and,  where  the  value  of  the  consideration  exceeds  $400,000  and  the 
land  is  residential  property  that  contains  one  or  two  single  family  units,  an  additional  tax  of  one-half  of  1%  (in  addition  to 
the  1.5%)  applies  on  the  amount  exceeding  $400,000. 

Tobacco  Tax  covers  all  forms  of  tobacco  products.  The  specific  tax  is  1.7  cents  per  cigarette  and  per  gram  of  fine 
cut  tobacco  and  all  other  tobacco  products  except  cigars.  The  tax  rate  on  cigars  is  45  per  cent  of  the  manufacturers'  suggested 
retail  selling  price.  The  tax  is  collected  by  the  Province  mainly  by  the  wholesalers  of  tobacco  products,  but  in  some  cases 
may  be  remitted  directly  by  the  users. 

Ontario  levies  a  mining  tax  on  profits  from  the  extraction  of  ores.  The  tax  is  levied  at  20%  of  the  operator's  profit 
in  excess  of  $500,000. 

Race  Tracks  Tax,  which  is  collected  by  the  operators  of  race  meets  and  remitted  to  the  Province,  is  levied  at  the  rate 
of  9%  on  Triactor  betting  and  7%  in  the  case  of  all  other  wagers. 

Privately-owned  Public  Utilities  Income  Tax  is  a  partial  rebate  of  the  related  federal  income  tax.  The  rebateable 
portion  and  rate  are  subject  to  the  Public  Utilities  Income  Tax  Transfer  Act  (Canada). 

Provincial  Land  Tax  is  collected  in  areas  without  municipal  organization  on  real  properties  at  the  rate  of  1.5%  of 
taxable  assessment  and  from  telephone  and  telegraph  companies  at  5%  of  gross  receipts.  Separate  schedules  of  rates  for  gas 
pipelines  and  oil  pipelines  are  used  which  correspond  to  the  schedules  for  municipal  taxation,  as  set  out  in  the  Assessment 
Act. 

Reciprocals  Exchange  and  Unlicenced  Companies,  is  a  tax  levied  on  insurance  companies  not  specifically  licenced 
and  operating  in  Ontario. 

The  Acreage  Tax  is  a  tax  levied  on  patented  mining  rights  at  a  rate  of  50  cents  per  acre  per  year  with  a  minimum 
payment  of  $1  in  organized  municipalities  and  $4  in  unorganized  municipalities. 

The  Athletics  Control  Act  states  that  every  person  conducting  a  professional  boxing  or  wrestling  contest  or  exhibition 
shall  pay  to  the  minister  an  amount  not  less  than  1%  and  not  more  than  5%  of  the  gross  receipts  in  respect  of  such  contests 
or  exhibitions. 

The  Commercial  Concentration  Tax  was  introduced  effective  January  1,  1990,  to  help  fund  the  transportation 
infrastructure  improvements  proposed  under  the  Transportation  Capital  Program.  The  tax  was  payable  by  the  owners  of 
designated  commercial  properties  at  the  rate  of  $10.75  per  square  metre  in  the  Greater  Toronto  Area,  but  was  phased  out  in 
the  1993  budget  for  1994  and  subsequent  years. 

The  Federal  government  remits  to  the  province  35  per  cent  of  the  net  taxes  that  it  collects  with  respect  to  preferred 
share  dividends  paid  by  corporations  with  operations  in  Ontario. 

The  Succession  Duty  Act  was  repealed  in  1979.  Duty  collected  relates  to  unsettled  estates  arising  from  deaths  prior 
to  that  date.

TOTAL  GOVERNMENT  OF  CANADA 


Canada  Assistance  Plan  (CAP)  payments  are  reimbursements  by  the  Federal  Government  for  eligible  expenditures 
in  the  Province  for  social  assistance  and  welfare  services  to  persons  in  need.  The  Federal  Government  imposed  a  5  per  cent 
limit  on  the  annual  growth  of  CAP  entitlements  for  Ontario,  Alberta  and  British  Columbia  for  1990-91  and  subsequent  years. 

The  non-profit  housing  administration  fees,  set  by  C.M.H.C.,  are  a  one  time  fee  paid  to  the  Province  for 
administration  of  core  units.  It  is  paid  when  the  units  come  under  subsidy. 

Indian  Welfare  Services  Agreement  payments  are  contributions  to  assist  the  Province  in  providing  welfare  services 
and  programs  to  persons  living  on  Indian  reserves  equal  to  those  available  to  persons  living  in  other  communities. 

Through  the  Canada-Ontario  Infrastructure  Works  (COIW)  program,  the  Federal  Government  makes  contributions 
to  the  costs  of  capital  projects  approved  under  the  Canada-Ontario  Infrastructure  Program  Agreement.  Over  the  five  years 
of  the  program,  the  Federal  Government  will  contribute  one-third  of  program  costs,  while  the  Province  and  Municipal 
Governments  will  also  contribute  one-third  each. 

Young  Offenders  Agreement  payments  are  reimbursements  by  the  federal  government  for  a  share  of  the  Province's 
costs  in  providing  specified  juvenile  justice  services  under  the  Young  Offenders  Act.  As  of  April  1989,  federal  contributions 
to  Ontario  Young  Offenders  programs  have  been  frozen  at  1988-89  levels. 

Official  Languages  in  Education  payments  are  reimbursements  of  the  Federal  Government's  share  of  Provincial 
program  costs  in  the  provision  of  services  to  the  public  in  both  official  languages;  in  providing  adequate  educational  facilities 
in  the  "official  minority  language"  and  the  teaching  of  the  second  official  language;  and  existing  Provincial  bilingual  projects 
where  special  assistance  is  needed. 
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DETAILS  OF  REVENUE  —  Continued 

National  Training  Agreement  payments  are  received  from  the  Federal  Government  for  assistance  in  Provincial 
programs  of  institutional  and  industrial  training  to  develop  and  improve  occupational  and  related  skills  likely  to  lead  to 
enhanced  opportunities  for  employment. 

Vocational  Rehabilitation  of  Disabled  Persons  Agreement  payments  are  reimbursements  by  the  federal  government 
for  50  per  cent  of  the  Province's  eligible  costs  in  the  provision  of  comprehensive  programs  and  services  for  vocational 
rehabilitation  of  disabled  persons. 

Legal  Aid  payments  are  the  Federal  Government's  contribution  to  assist  the  Province  in  providing  a  minimum 
standard  of  legal  aid  in  criminal  and  civil  cases  and  in  matters  relating  to  the  Young  Offenders  Act.  Federal  payments  for 
criminal  legal  aid  are  now  limited  to  a  one  per  cent  annual  increase  in  entitlement.  The  federal  government  shares  in  the  cost 
of  eligible  civil  legal  aid  expenditures  under  the  Canada  Assistance  Plan. 

Subsidization  of  crop  insurance  premiums  is  the  Federal  Government's  matching  portion  of  the  farmer's  crop 
insurance  premiums.  This  program  provides  stability  to  farmers'  incomes  due  to  crop  losses.  Until  1994,  the  Federal 
Government  made  these  payments  directly  to  the  Province,  which  then  directed  them  to  the  Crop  Insurance  Commission  of 
Ontario.  The  Federal  Governments  contribution  to  the  program  is  now  paid  directly  to  the  Crop  Insurance  Commission  of 
Ontario. 

The  Great  Lakes  Water  Quality  Agreement  payments  were  reimbursements  by  the  Federal  Government  for  its  share 
of  the  costs  of  specific  projects  to  maintain  or  improve  the  water  quality  of  the  Great  Lakes  System.  Starting  in  1995,  the 
Federal  Government  will  direct  funding  towards  mutual  Federal-Provincial  objectives  instead  of  reimbursing  the  Province. 

Established  Programs  Financing  (EPF)  payments  are  contributions  made  by  the  Federal  Government  in  respect  of 
health  care  and  post-secondary  education  under  the  Federal-Provincial  Fiscal  Arrangements  and  Establilshed  Programs 
Financing  Act.  Entitlements  are  equal  per  capita  for  all  provinces  and  territories.  Under  the  program's  original  terms,  per 
capita  entitlements  were  escalated  annually  from  base  year  amounts  according  to  the  compound  growth  in  per  capita  Gross 
National  Product  over  the  previous  three  years.  Per  capita  entitlements  are  currently  frozen  through  1994-95  at  1989-90 
levels.  Total  entitlements  to  a  province  are  equal  to  the  per  capita  entitlement  multiplied  by  the  provincial  population.  EPF 
is  paid  through  a  combination  of  transferred  tax  points  and  cash.  Since  cash  entitlements  are  calculated  as  the  difference 
between  the  total  entitlement  and  the  value  of  the  tax  component,  increases  or  decreases  in  the  tax  component  are  fully  offset 
by  changes  in  EPF  cash.   Actual  EPF  cash  payments  to  the  Province  include  adjustments  for  prior  years. 

Fiscal  Stabilization  payments  are  made  by  the  Federal  Government  under  the  authority  of  the  Federal-Provincial 
Fiscal  Arrangements  and  Established  Programs  Financing  Act.  The  Stabilization  program  is  intended  to  compensate 
provinces  for  year-over-year  decline  in  revenues  due  to  economic  downturn.  In  1994-95,  Ontario  received  a  payment  in 
respect  of  claims  for  the  years  1991-92  and  1992-93. 

Other  revenue  received  from  the  Government  of  Canada  consists  of: 

(a)  annual  subsidies  of  $7,015,325  under  the  Constitution  Act,  1907; 

(b)  interest  of  $142,414  on  the  Government  of  Canada  Debt  Account,  which  is  payable  at  5%  per  annum  based 
on  an  amount  of  $2,848,290,  to  compensate  the  Province  of  Ontario  for  monies  withheld  from  the  Province 
in  the  period  July  1,  1867  to  January    1,  1873; 

(c)  interest  of  $79,860  on  the  Common  School  Fund  which  is  payable  at  5%  per  annum  based  on  an  amount  of 
$1,542,971  representing  Ontario's  share  in  a  permanent  fund  of  $2,677,771  held  in  trust  by  the  Government 
of  Canada  for  the  Provinces  of  Ontario  and  Quebec.  The  Fund  was  derived  from  the  sale  of  Crown  lands  set 
aside  for  the  benefit  of  common  schools  by  statutes  enacted  before  Confederation.  The  payments  to  the 
Provinces  are  in  proportion  to  their  respective  populations  as  determined  by  the  most  recent  decennial  census. 
The  present  allocation  is  based  on  the  census  of  1991.

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DETAILS  OF  REVENUE  —  Continued 

Profits  from  Crown  Corporations  and  Boards  are  those  amounts  of  net  operating  profits, -which  have  been  received 
by  the  Province  from  the  two  Corporations.  The  net  proceeds  from  the  Ontario  Lottery  Corporation  were  allocated  to  the 
following  ministries  and  programs:  $5  million  to  the  Ministry  of  Citizenship  $17  million  in  grants  to  the  Ontario  Trillium 
Foundation,  $20  million  to  the  Ministry  of  Economic  Development  and  Trade,  $44  million  to  the  Ministry  of  Culture,  Tourism 
and  Recreation,  and  the  balance  of  the  proceeds,  $514  million,  to  the  operation  of  hospitals  within  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Sales  and  Rentals  are  proceeds  from  the  disposal  of  real  property,  supplies,  equipment,  services  and  goods  produced 
in  Provincial  institutions  including  sales  of  real  property  to  crown  corporations,  revenue  from  property  rentals,  leasing  of 
Crown  land,  and  asset  refinancing. 

Vehicle  registration  fees  are  for  the  authorization  to  operate  a  motor  vehicle  upon  a  highway.  For  commercial 
vehicles  and  buses  the  fee  ranges  from  $66  to  $2,722.  Fees  for  passenger  cars  and  commercial  vehicles  weighing  3,000 
kilograms  or  less  used  for  personal  purposes  are  $66  per  annum  in  Southern  Ontario;  $0  in  Northern  Ontario  and  $90  in  the 
Greater  Toronto  Area.  Fees  for  motorcycles  and  mopeds  are  $36  and  $15  respectively  in  Southern  Ontario;  $0  and  $15 
respectively  in  Northern  Ontario;  and  $48  and  $15  respectively  in  the  Greater  Toronto  Area.  Driver's  licence  renewal  fees 
are  $10  per  year.  Driver  examination  fees  are  remittances  for  the  written,  visual,  and  road  tests  required  to  obtain  a  driver's 
licence. 

Under  an  amendment  to  the  Financial  Administration  Act  and  the  Public  Transportation  and  Highway  Transportation 
Act  a  portion  of  transportation  revenues  have  been  dedicated  to  Ontario  Transportation  Capital  Corporation.  The  dedicated 
revenue  sources  are  commercial  vehicle  fees,  bus  validation  fees  and  passenger  vehicle  fees.  The  amounts  shown  in  the 
schedule  are  net  of  dedicated  revenues  which  amounted  to  $23.6  million  in  1994-95. 

The  Province,  in  accordance  with  Ontario  Regulation  691/89  of  the  Power  Corporation  Act  as  amended  by  Ontario 
Regulation  98/91,  collects  an  annual  fee  for  guaranteeing  Ontario  Hydro's  debt.  The  fee  was  set  at  .50%  on  outstanding  debt. 

Liquor  Licence  Board  fees  include  manufacturers'  fees  comprised  of  a  basic  fee  and  a  volume  fee  on  beer  shipped 
for  sale  in  Ontario.  Also  included  are  fees  from  licencees  holding  liquor  sales  licences  and  fees  on  wine  sold  in  stores 
operated  by  manufacturers  of  Ontario  wine. 

The  registrars  fees  consist  of  fees  collected  by  the  Ontario  Court  (General  Division)  in  estates  matters  as  set  by 
O.Reg.  393/90  made  under  the  Administration  of  Justice  Act  and  the  issuing,  signing  and  filing  fees  for  court  related 
documents  in  civil  matters. 

Land  registration  service  fees  are  remittances  for  the  registration  and  maintenance  of  records  of  ownership  and 
encumbrances  affecting  real  property.  The  fees  are  collected  by  the  land  registry  offices  at  the  time  of  registration. 

Hunting  and  fishing  fees  are  remittances  for  the  privilege  of  hunting  wild  game  and  of  sport  fishing  in  the  Province. 
The  fishing  fee  for  non-residents  of  Ontario  or  of  Canada  is  $45.00  per  season.  Hunting  fees  range  from  $7.75  to  $272.00 
depending  on  the  type  of  game  and  residency.  All  of  these  fees  include  the  7%  Federal  Goods  and  Services  Tax. 

Waterpower  remittances  are  for  the  use  of  Crown  land  for  hydro-electric  power  generation  sites.  The  rental  rate  for 
private  producers  in  calendar  year  1994  was  $3.10  per  megawatt  hour  (energy  charge).  Ontario  Hydro  pays  an  energy  charge 
of  $1.1870  per  megawatt  hour,  but  also  pays  a  capacity  charge  of  $13.18  for  each  installed  kilowatt  at  their  stations.  Overall, 
the  actual  rates  paid  by  Ontario  Hydro  and  the  private  power  producers  are  approximately  equal. 

Timber  stumpage  charges  are  remittances  for  the  harvesting  of  Crown  timber.  A  new  timber  stumpage  system  was 
introduced  during  1994/95.  Payments  are  based  on  tree  species,  forest  product,  and  harvest  volume,  and  are  adjusted  for 
forest  product  prices  and  production  costs.  In  addition  to  timber  stumpage  charges,  there  is  a  charge  to  each  Crown  timber 
licensee  for  the  exclusive  availability  of  a  given  area.  This  area  charge  for  1994/95  is  $102.00  per  square  kilometre  of 
productive  forest  land  under  licence.   Revenue  from  this  charge  is  reported  under  Other  Royalties. 
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Recovery  of  Prior  Years'  Expenditures  are  monies  recovered  subsequent  to  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  related 
expenditures  were  made.  Except  for  the  timing  of  the  recoveries,  they  would  have  been  classified  as  expenditure  refunds  in 
the  previous  fiscal  year. 

Fines  and  Penalties  are  remittances  for  infractions  of  laws,  regulations  and  rules. 

Utility  Service  Charges  are  revenues  received  from  local  governments  for  provincially  operated  water  treatment  and 
waste  control  facilities.  This  revenue  source  was  transferred  to  the  Ontario  Clean  Water  Agency  (OCWA)  on  November 
15,1993. 

Revenues  from  the  Windsor  Casino  are  included  in  the  Miscellaneous  category.

Financial  statements  of  these  Corporations,  Boards  and  Commissions  as  shown  in  Volume  2  of  the  Public  accounts 
for  1994-95. 

The  Ontario  Financing  Authority  (the  Authority)  was  established  on  November  15,  1993,  under  the  authority  of  the 
Capital  Investment  Plan  Act,  1993  (the  "Act").  In  accordance  with  the  Act,  the  Authority's  objectives  are: 
to  assist  public  bodies  and  the  Province  of  Ontario  to  borrow  and  invest  money; 

to  develop  and  carry  out  financing  programs,  issue  securities,  manage  cash,  currency  and  other  financial  risks; 
to  provide  such  other  financial  services  as  are  considered  advantageous  to  the  Province  or  any  public  body;  and 
to  operate  offices  as  provided  under  the  Province  of  Ontario  Savings  Office  Act,  as  agent  for  the  Minister  of 
Finance. 

The  Ontario  Clean  Water  Agency  is  a  Crown  Corporation  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  that  operates  and  finances  water 
and  wastewater  facilities.  Pursuant  to  the  Capital  Investment  Plan  Act,  assets  related  to  water  and  sewage  were  transferred 
to  the  Ontario  Clean  Water  Agency  on  November  15,  1993.  The  Province  has  loaned  the  Agency  $480.9  million  to  finance 
the  acquisition  of  these  assets. 

The  Ontario  Development  Corporation  and  the  associated  Eastern  Ontario  Development  Corporation  and  Northern 
Ontario  Development  Corporation  provide  loans  and  arrange  for  provincial  guarantees  of  bank  loans  to  qualified  enterprises. 
The  Province  has  advanced  funding  for  the  Corporations'  lending  programs.  The  Province  also  defrays  the  Corporations'  costs 
for  all  administrative  expenses,  loans  made  at  the  low  interest  rates,  and  honouring  guarantees,  amounting  to  $28,810,119  in 
1995  (1994  $33,247,795).  Advances  to  the  Corporations  are  reduced  by  their  loan  forgiveness  and  write  offs,  amounting  to 
$97  million  in  1995  (1994  $29  million). 

The  Government  announced  on  February  9, 1993  the  formation  of  Ontario  Realty  Corporation  (ORC).  In  November 
1993,  the  Ontario  Realty  Corporation  came  into  effect  through  royal  assent  of  the  Capital  Investment  Plan  Act.  At  that  time, 
the  Ontario  Land  Corporation  (OLC)  Act  was  repealed  and  the  OLC  merged  into  ORC.

The  Interim  Waste  Authority  is  responsible  for  locating  three  solid  waste  landfill  sites  in  the  Regional  Municipalities 
of  Peel,  Durham,  and  York  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto. 

The  loan  of  $49  million  was  provided  to  the  Ontario  Aerospace  Corporation  to  purchase  49%  of  De  Haviland 
Holdings  (Holdco).  The  remaining  51%  was  purchased  by  Bombardier.  The  new  operating  company  formed  for  De  Haviland 
Inc.  (DHC)  is  a  wholly-owned  subsidiary  of  Holdco. 

Ontario  Northland  Transportation  Commission  operates  a  railroad  and  maintains  communication  services  to  and 
within  the  northern  regions  of  the  Province  including  trucking,  airline,  bus  and  marine  services.  The  Province's  total  advance 
of  $35,207,935  is  non-interest  bearing.  The  Province  provided  subsidies  of  $15,871,000  in  calendar  year  1994  (1993 
$16,370,218).  After  subsidies,  the  Commission  recorded  a  net  income  of  $1,032,000  in  calendar  year  1994  (1993  $966,000). 

Loans  for  educational  purposes  are  made  up  of  debentures  relating  to  school  boards. 

Mortgages  are  those  assumed  by  the  Province  on  the  initial  dissolution  of  the  Ontario  Land  Corporation  on  March 
31,  1987. 

The  Ontario  Junior  Farmer  Establishment  Loan  Corporation  was  incorporated  in  1952  for  the  purpose  of  making  loans 
to  assist  young  qualified  farmers  in  the  establishment,  development  and  operation  of  their  farms.  This  program  was 
discontinued  in  February  1969.  The  rate  of  interest  on  advances  by  the  Province  was  set  by  the  Province's  long-term 
borrowing  cost.  The  Province  is  paying  for  the  cost  of  administration  and  providing  subsidies  through  legislative 
appropriations  to  cover  annual  operating  deficits.  The  subsidies  were  $130,000  for  1995  (1994  $200,000). 

The  Province  has  advanced  to  the  North  Pickering  Development  Corporation  $3,964,423  to  cover  operating 
expenditures. 

Debentures  for  Public  Libraries  of  $664,000  in  direct  municipal  obligations  relate  to  library  construction. 

The  Ontario  Lead  Investment  Fund  is  a  financial  partnership  between  the  Ontario  Government  and  the  private  sector 
to  increase  long-term  equity  investments  in  small  and  medium-sized  innovative  growth  companies  in  Ontario.  The  Fund  has 
been  established  at  arm's  length  from  the  government.  Ontario  is  a  minority  shareholder  in  the  Fund  and  has  committed  up 
to  $28  million  or  40%  of  the  total  $70  million  in  the  pool. 

The  Economic  Development  Fund  was  established  with  $100  million  ($20  million  in  1994/95)  to  compensate  6 
communities  for  the  cancellation  of  Government  planned  relocation  projects  in  the  1993/94  Expenditure  Control  Plan.  A 
package  of  job  creation  projects  are  being  developed  for  the  affected  communities. 

The  Ontario  Training  and  Adjustment  Board  was  created  in  October  1, 1993  to  enable  business,  labour,  trainers  and 
representatives  of  under-represented  groups  to  work  in  partnership  to  play  a  significant  role  in  the  design  and  delivery  of 
labour  force  development  programs  and  services;  to  give  Ontario's  employers,  workers  and  potential  workers  access  to 
publicly  funded  labour  force  development  programs  and  services;  and  to  ensure  that  labour  force  development  programs  and 
services  are  designed  and  delivered  with  a  framework  that  is  consistent  with  Ontario's  economic  and  social  policies.  The 
Province  over  advanced  funds  to  the  Board  for  the  fiscal  year  1993/94  in  the  amount  of  $778,687. 

The  objective  of  the  Algonquin  Forestry  Authority  is  to  harvest  Crown  timber  and  to  carry  out  such  forestry  and  land 
management  programs  that  are  of  general  advantage  to  Ontario.

The  Tile  Drainage  Act  authorizes  the  Minister  of  Finance  to  purchase,  acquire  and  hold  debentures  issued  by 
municipalities  for  construction  of  drainage  works.  These  debentures  are  payable  within  ten  years  of  the  issue  of  the  debentures. 

The  objective  of  the  Federal-Provincial  Winter  Capital  Projects  Fund  was  to  stimulate  growth  in  employment, 
particularly  during  the  winters  of  1974-75  and  1975-76. 

Commercial  Area  Improvement  loans  were  made  to  assist  municipalities  to  upgrade  older  commercial  districts  by 
providing  grants  and  loans  for  municipal  services,  parking,  aesthetic  and  economic  improvements. 

The  objective  of  the  Shoreline  Property  Assistance  Act  is  to  provide  assistance  for  the  rehabilitation  and  protection 
of  property  on  or  adjacent  to  shorelines. 

The  Ontario  Housing  Action  Program  provides  loans  for  regional  and  municipal  public  works  to  accelerate  the  supply 
of  housing. 

The  amount  owing  from  sundry  municipalities  under  the  Municipal  Works  Assistance  Act  is  the  balance  of  loans 
made  to  municipalities  for  certain  municipal  projects.  The  loans  are  secured  by  debentures  and  are  repayable  over  a  twenty 
or  thirty  year  period  ending  in  1998. 

The  objective  of  the  Federal-Provincial  employment  loans  program  was  to  stimulate  growth  in  employment 
particularly  during  winter,  by  adding  to  or  accelerating  capital  works  projects.

The  investment  under  the  Sault  Ste.  Marie  Bridge  Act  consists  of  bonds  of  the  International  Bridge  Authority  of 
Michigan  and  shares  of  the  St.  Mary's  River  Bridge  Company. 

The  International  Bridge  Authority  of  Michigan  bonds,  with  a  par  value  of  $7,850,000  U.S.,  were  acquired  in  1960 
at  a  cost  of  $7,615,072.  These  bonds,  due  September  1,  2000,  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  6%  per  annum  but  under  the  terms 
of  the  agreement  interest  is  payable  at  maturity  or  only  as  funds  are  available  from  operations.  The  accumulated  balance  of 
interest  remaining  unpaid  at  March  31,  1995  was  $1,565,402. 

The  investment  in  the  St.  Mary's  River  Bridge  Company  is  the  cost  of  137  shares  purchased  by  the  Province. 

On  June  9,  1993,  Cabinet  approved  the  closure  of  the  Ontario  Stock  Yards.  The  funds  were  used  for  the  purpose 
of  winding  down  the  operations  and  for  the  preparation  of  the  site  for  new  tenants.  The  loan  from  the  Ministry  to  the  Ontario 
Stock  Yards  Board  will  be  paid  back  over  ten  years.  The  payments  will  consist  of  principal  and  interest  (8%,  calculated  semi- 
annually from  the  date  of  the  advance). 

The  Province  has  advanced  to  the  Stadium  Corporation  of  Ontario  Limited  $1,702,232  to  cover  operating 
expenditures. 

Municipal  and  school  tax  credit  assistance  loans  represent  reimbursements  to  municipalities  for  credits  and  refunds 
allowed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  and  School  Tax  Credit  Assistance  Act. 

The  Small  Rural  Industrial  Minerals  Program  was  established  to  protect  and  stabilize  jobs  and  ensure  competitiveness 
with  foreign  materials  in  the  communities  of  Perth  and  Timmins. 

The  amount  owing  by  the  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  is  the  balance  outstanding  on  debentures  issued  for 
subway  construction  purposes.  Annual  payments  on  principal  are  required  over  the  period  ending  in  1995. 

The  Ontario  Tourism  Loan  Program  is  a  reallocation  of  existing  financial  assistance  dollars  in  order  to  provide 
eligible  firms  with  funds  for  debt  restructuring.  Funding  will  be  available  for  developing  business  restructuring  plans.  The 
program  has  four  components:  Destinations  North,  Destinations  South,  Destinations  East,  and  Ontario  Tourism  Grant. 
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OTHER  LOANS  —  Concluded 

Loans  to  public  hospitals  are  the  Ministry  of  Health  capital  construction  loans  amounting  to  $556,096  (1994 
$1,422,335). 

The  Economic  Development  Fund  was  established  to  provide  financial  support  for  alternative  economic  development 
projects  in  communities  affected  by  the  cancellation  of  government  relocation  projects. 

Tile  drainage  loans  are  made  directly  to  individuals  in  territories  without  municipal  organization  as  authorized  by 
the  Tile  Drainage  Act  and  are  secured  by  liens  on  the  properties. 

Union  dues  receivable  accommodates  the  prepayment  of  union  dues  to  OPSEU  in  relation  to  the  $20  million  Social 
Contract  negotiated  settlement  for  outstanding  grievances.  This  account  is  used  to  credit  the  related  dues  deducted  from  the 
grievance  settlement  payments  to  the  grievors. 

The  Town  of  Kapuskasing  debentures  held  by  the  Province  of  Ontario  are  repayable  over  a  period  of  years  with  final 
maturity  in  1994.

The  Province  of  Ontario  Savings  Office  operates  through  twenty-three  branch  offices  across  Ontario  and  five  agencies 
located  in  Northern  Ontario.  It  offers  demand  and  short  term  deposits  and  Guaranteed  Investment  Certificates  to  the  public 
and  deposits  the  proceeds  into  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund.  The  Minister  of  Finance  pays  interest  and  makes  repayment 
from  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  as  required  by  the  terms  of  these  instruments. 

The  Province  maintains  accounts  within  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  for  all  contributions  and  interest  earnings 
less  payments  regarding  pension  and  related  benefit  funds  for  the  Provincial  Judges  Pension  Fund,  the  Legislative  Assembly 
Retirement  Allowances  Account,  and  the  Deputy  Ministers'  Supplementary  Benefit  Account.  The  amounts  recorded  by  the 
Province  are  essentially  the  sole  assets  of  these  plans. 


The  Market  Revenue  Program  was  introduced  in  1991  to  reduce  the  risk  of  lost  income  as  a  result  of  low  market 
prices.  Contributions  of  premiums  are  made  to  this  account  by  the  Government  of  Canada,  the  Government  of  Ontario  and 
persons  enrolled  under  this  program.   Interest  is  credited  to  this  fund  on  a  monthly  basis. 
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DEPOSITS  AND  OTHER  LIABDLITIES  —  Continued 

Payroll  deductions  represent  employee  payroll  deductions  for  the  month  of  March  which  have  not  yet  been  remitted 
to  the  appropriate  payees. 

The  Aggregate  Resources  Act  requires  licensed  operators  of  pits  and  quarries  to  make  annual  deposits  with  the 
Minister  of  Finance.  The  deposits  are  held  until  the  rehabilitation  program  of  a  pit  or  quarry  is  carried  out  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Act.   Interest  is  credited  to  the  deposit  account  on  an  annual  basis. 

The  Motor  Vehicle  Accident  Claims  Fund  operates  under  the  authority  of  the  Motor  Vehicle  Accident  Claims  Act. 
The  Fund  derives  its  revenues  from  three  sources:  an  annual  fee  charged  upon  every  issuance/renewal  of  a  driver's 
permit/licence;  repayments  from  debtors  (uninsured  at-fault  drivers);  an  annual  payment  of  interest  based  upon  the  balance 
of  the  fund  as  at  each  December  31st.  Payments  out  of  the  Fund  have  been  subject  to  a  variety  of  legislative  changes  over 
the  years  of  its  operation  and  are  detailed  in  the  Notes  to  the  Fund's  Financial  Statement  which  is  to  be  found  in  volume  2. 

The  outstanding  cheques  account  represents  those  cheques  issued  by  the  Minister  of  Finance  and  the  Ministry  of 
Health  which  were  not  cashed  by  March  31,  1995. 

The  Legislature  recently  passed  amendments  to  the  Crown  Timber  Act  (the  "Act")  providing  for  the  establishment 
of  the  Forest  Renewal  Trust  Funds.  The  purposes  of  these  funds  are  to  provide  for  the  sustainability  of  Crown  forests  and, 
in  accordance  with  that  objective,  to  manage  Crown  forests  to  meet  social,  economic  and  environmental  needs  of  present  and 
future  generations.  The  payments  of  forest  renewal  charges  are  received  by  the  Minister  of  Finance  from  a  licensee  who  cuts 
timber  on  an  area  that  is  subject  to  an  agreement  under  section  6  of  the  Act. 

In  connection  with  agreements  between  the  Ministry  of  Environment  and  Energy  and  municipalities,  the  Ministry 
maintains  a  reserve  fund  to  provide  for  expenditures  related  to  renewals,  replacements,  alterations,  extensions  and 
contingencies  in  respect  of  water  and  sewage  works  operated  by  the  Ministry.  The  Crown  credits  interest  to  the  fund  annually 
and  expends  from  the  fund  amounts  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ontario  Water  Resources  Act. 

The  Personal  Property  Security  Assurance  Fund  receives  a  portion  of  the  fee  paid  to  the  registrar  when  a  certificate 
is  issued  under  the  Personal  Property  Assurance  Act.  The  Fund  is  maintained  to  compensate  persons  who  may  suffer  loss 
or  damage  resulting  from  the  provisions  of  incorrect  information  in  a  certificate.  Interest  is  credited  to  the  Fund  on  an  annual 
basis. 

The  Ontario  Housing  Corporation  has  placed  on  deposit  with  the  Minister  of  Finance  working  capital  which  is  surplus 
to  its  immediate  needs. 

The  Aggregate  Resources  Act  is  designed  to  control  and  regulate  aggregate  operations  on  Crown  and  private  lands; 
to  minimize  adverse  impact  on  the  environment  in  respect  of  aggregate  operations;  and  to  require  the  rehabilitation  of  land 
from  which  aggregate  has  been  excavated.  These  deposits  represent  funds  remaining  in  the  Abandoned  Pits  and  Quarries 
Rehabilitation  Fund  and  monies  from  annual  licence  fees  not  yet  disbursed  to  municipalities. 

The  Fund  for  Milk  and  Cream  Producers  was  established  in  1967  to  guarantee  payment  to  producers  of  milk  and 
cream  for  their  product.  The  Milk  Commission  of  Ontario  administers  the  Fund  and  collects  an  annual  fee  from  the 
processors  of  milk  and  cream  for  credit  to  the  Fund.  Interest  is  credited  to  the  Fund  on  a  semi-annual  basis. 

The  Environmental  Protection  Act  requires  financial  assurance  to  ensure  that  Ministry  terms  of  Order  or  Approvals 
are  complied  with.  It  also  allows  the  Ministry  to  assemble  funds  for  compensation,  clean  up  and  rehabilitation  at  a  future 
date. 

The  Victim  Assurance  Fund  will  ensure  that  funds  generated  through  the  federal  and  provincial  surcharges  are  used 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  assistance  to  victims  and  enable  a  separate  tracking  of  these  funds  as  well  as  permit  any  unspent 
funds  to  be  carried  into  the  next  fiscal  year. 
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DEPOSITS  AND  OTHER  LIABILITIES  —  Concluded 

The  Social  Contract  Grievance  Fund  was  established  to  cover  outstanding  claims  of  eligible  employees  that  have  not 
been  placed.  This  amount  was  set  up  as  a  trust  fund  to  be  held  until  December  31,  1997  for  payments  to  those  employees 
who  were  not  placed  by  March  31,  1995. 

Unclaimed  monies  are  remitted  to  the  Minister  of  Finance  from  trust  accounts  maintained  by  individuals  or 
corporations  in  accordance  with  provincial  statutes,  such  as  the  Credit  Unions  and  Caisses  Populaires,  the  Real  Estate  and 
Business  Brokers,  and  the  Collection  Agencies  Acts,  for  deposits/shares  where  such  institutions  are  unable  to  locate  the  person 
entitled  to  such  monies. 

The  Terry  Fox  Research  Fund  was  established  in  1981  for  the  purpose  of  supporting  cancer  research.  $1,000,000 
was  deposited  into  an  interest  bearing  trust  account,  from  which  withdrawals  are  made  in  accord  with  an  agreement  signed 
between  the  Ontario  Cancer  Treatment  and  Research  Foundation  and  the  Minister  of  Health. 

Under  the  provision  of  the  Employment  Standards  Act,  Section  48.(2),  unclaimed  wages  are  held  in  trust  and  paid 
into  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  until  the  recipient  is  located. 

Contract  security  deposits  are  required  to  be  deposited  with  the  Minister  of  Finance  for  the  purpose  of  bidding  on 
contracts  and  ensuring  due  performance  of  an  obligation  to  the  Government  of  Ontario. 

To  honour  the  achievement  of  Dr.  John  Charles  Polanyi,  recipient  of  the  1986  Nobel  Prize  in  Chemistry,  an 
endowment  fund  of  $1,000,000  was  established.  Prizes  are  awarded  annually  from  the  income  of  the  fund  to  selected  students 
pursuing  doctoral  studies  in  Ontario  Universities. 

The  remaining  deposits  represent  funds  deposited  with  the  Minister  of  Finance  or  held  in  trust  for  various  purposes 
such  as  scholarships  and  security  funds.

The  Ontario  Teachers'  Pension  Fund  is  administered  by  the  Ontario  Teachers'  Pension  Board.  The  Public  Service 
Pension  Fund  and  the  Ontario  Public  Service  Employees'  Union  Pension  Plan  are  administered  by  the  Ontario  Pension  Board 
and  the  Ontario  Public  Service  Employees'  Union  Pension  Plan  Trust  Fund  respectively.  The  Ryerson  Retirement  Pension 
Plan  is  administered  by  Ryerson  Polytechnic  University. 

The  Canada  Pension  Plan  Investment  Fund  made  funds  available  to  the  Province  from  monthly  Canada  Pension  Plan 
contributions  in  amounts  approximately  equal  to  collections  from  Ontario  contributors.  The  Province  issues  non-marketable 
debentures  to  the  Fund  at  interest  rates  based  on  the  Government  of  Canada  long-term  Canadian  public  market  borrowing 
cost. 

Debt  due  to  the  Ontario  Teachers'  Pension  Fund,  the  Public  Service  Pension  Fund,  the  Ontario  Public  Service 
Employees'  Union  Pension  Fund  and  the  Ryerson  Retirement  Fund  consists  of  non-marketable  debentures  of  the  Province. 

The  Ontario  Housing  Corporation  (OHC)  originally  borrowed  long-term  funds  from  the  Canada  Pension  Plan 
Investment  Fund  (CPP)  to  provide  mortgages  to  non-profit  groups  under  the  Homes  Now  project.  As  non-profit  groups 
refinance  their  OHC  mortgages  in  the  private  sector  mortgage  market,  OHC  lends  the  available  funds  to  the  Province  in 
exchange  for  Provincial  debentures.  This  debt  is  eliminated  upon  consolidation  of  the  Financial  Statements  of  the  Public 
Accounts  of  Ontario. 

The  Ontario  Municipal  Employees'  Retirement  Fund,  which  is  a  pension  fund  for  public  servants  employed  by  local 
governments,  invested  surplus  funds  in  Province  of  Ontario  non-marketable  securities.  The  interest  rate  on  these  securities 
was  based  on  rates  for  long-term  Canadian  public  market  debentures  issued  or  guaranteed  by  the  Province. 

The  Canada  Mortgage  and  Housing  Corporation  has  accepted  serial  debentures  issued  by  the  Province  in  return  for 
financing  a  significant  proportion  of  the  construction  cost  of  Provincially-owned  waste  control  facilities.  The  interest  rate 
is  based  on  the  rate  for  the  Government  of  Canada  long-term  Canadian  public  borrowing  cost  at  the  time  that  the  Corporation 
agreed  to  participate  in  the  project. 

The  Canada  Mortgage  and  Housing  Corporation  (CMHC)  Section  40  Debt  represents  the  liability  to  CMHC  assumed 
by  the  Ministry  of  Finance  on  the  dissolution  of  Ontario  Land  Corporation. 

The  obligations  with  respect  to  the  Municipal  Works  Assistance  Act  and  the  two  Federal-Provincial  loan  programs 
(Winter  Capital  Projects  Fund,  Employment  Loans)  are  serial  debentures  payable  to  the  Minister  of  Finance  of  Canada.  They 
were  issued  under  employment  stimulation  programs  in  previous  years. 

Under  the  Treasury  Bill  financing  program,  non-interest  bearing  Treasury  Bills,  with  various  maturities  up  to  364 
days,  are  sold  by  tender  on  a  regular  basis. 

Ontario  Savings  Bonds  were  issued  for  the  first  time  in  1995.  They  mature  March  1,  2000  but  are  redeemable  twice 
a  year  at  the  holder's  option.  The  initial  interest  rate  was  set  at  8.0%,  but  can  be  reset  at  any  time,  subject  to  a  minimum 
rate  of  8.0%  in  year  one  and  7.0%  in  years  two  and  three. 

The  Province,  on  behalf  of  Ontario  Hydro,  has  borrowed  $2,747,746,000  from  the  Canada  Pension  Plan  and  has 
issued  public  market  debentures  denominated  in  United  States  dollars  equivalent  to  $1,087,659,545  Canadian  dollars.  The 
proceeds  of  all  such  borrowings  have  been  advanced  to  Ontario  Hydro  in  exchange  for  bonds  with  like  terms  and  conditions 
as  the  securities  of  the  Province. 

The  Province  of  Ontario  has  issued  public  market  debentures  denominated  in  Canadian  Dollars,  United  States  Dollars, 
Pounds  Sterling,  Swiss  Francs,  Japanese  Yen,  Deutsche  Marks  and  Netherlands  Guilders.

Program  Description: 


Policy  and  Planning  provides  policy  and  research  services  and  ensures  compliance  with  French  language  service  requirements 
in  supportof  Ministry's  programs.  Other  activities  include  liaison  with  and  support  to  existing  as  well  as  emerging  Ministry  agencies,  and 
a  continued  and  comprehensive  focus  on  disability  issues. 

In  promoting  full  participation  of  all  Ontarians  in  the  life  of  the  Province,  Program  Management  supports  equity  and  access  in 
communities,  organizations  and  institutions.  Support  is  provided  through  grant  assistance,  consulting  services  on  program  design  and 
standards,  resource  development,  publications,  and  training  initiatives,  to  enhance  the  quality  of  services  delivered  to  immigrants  and 
refugees;  cultural,  racial  and  linguistic  minorities;  people  with  disabilities  and  seniors.  Grants  support  community  projects,  citizenship 
development,  settlement  and  integration,  labour  market  adjustment,  access  to  professions  and  trades,  and  a  community  action  fund  support 
seniors  and  people  with  disabilities.  Programs  are  also  in  place  to  recognize  citizen  participation  and  voluntarism. 

Services  to  Aboriginal  Peoples  include  community  development  in  consultation  and  cooperation  with  their  communities  and 
organizations.  Organizational  development  activities  assist  communities  in  achieving  self  government  objectives,  for  example,  economic 
self  reliance,  social  and  cultural  integrity  and  aboriginal  controlled  services.  Aboriginal  participation  is  encouraged  in  the  development  and 
revision  of  programs,  bringing  aboriginal  organizations  together  for  joint  planning  and  management  of  grants  programming. 

The  Ontario  Anti-Racism  Secretariat  works  with  ministries  to  help  them  provide  customer  service  which  is  barrier  free  and 
resource  effective.  The  Secretariat  also  provides  assistance  to  community  groups  and  organizations  so  that  they  increase  the  capacity,  self 
sufficiency  and  leadership  of  racial  minority  and  aboriginal  stakeholder  communities.  The  Secretariat  assists  communities  in  gaining 
equitable  access  to  all  government  and  non-government  services  and  programs,  and  provides  grants  for  community  placements, 
demonstration  projects,  strategic  project  fund  and  strategic  operational  fund.

Program  Description: 

This  program  comprises  arm's-length  agencies,  boards  and  commissions. 

Three  Ontario  Advisory  Councils  advise  the  Ontario  government  through  the  Ministry  of  Citizenship  on  policies,  practices  and 
services  related  to  Disability  Issues,  Multiculturalism  and  Citizenship,  and  Senior  Citizens. 

The  Advocacy  Project  is  responsible  for  ensuring  the  timely  establishment  of  the  Ontario  Advocacy  Commission  whose  mandate 
is  to  help  vulnerable  adults  assert  their  rights  and  their  autonomy  and  participate  in  making  decisions  about  their  lives.  Rights  advice  will 
also  be  provided  for  those  subject  to  loss  of  the  right  to  make  their  own  decisions  about  medical  treatment,  personal  care  and  finances  as 
provided  for  in  the  Substitute  Decisions  Act,  the  Consent  to  Treatment  Act,  the  Mental  Health  Act,  and  the  Consent  and  Capacity  Statute 
Law  Amendment  Act. 

The  Office  of  the  Employment  Equity  Commissioner  advises  the  government,  specifically  the  Minister  of  Citizenship,  on 
implementation  of  mandatory  employment  equity  legislation  and  issues  associated  with  employment  equity;  advises,  in  an  ongoing  manner, 
on  regulations  pursuant  to  the  legislation;  develops  and  implements  a  comprehensive  public  education  strategy  and  coordinates  public 
education  on  employment  equity  with  related  ministries  and  agencies;  conducts  research  and  prepares  supportive  materials,  including 
guidelines  which  complement  the  regulations;  and  provides  vision  and  goals  in  the  planning,  transition,  and  creation  of  the  Employment 
Equity  Commission. 

The  Ontario  Human  Rights  Commission  is  committed  to  the  elimination  of  discrimination  in  society  by  providing  the  people  of 
Ontario  with  strong  leadership  and  quality  service  in  the  effective  enforcement  of  the  Ontario  Human  Rights  Code  and  in  the  promotion 
and  advancement  of  human  rights. 

The  Tribunals'  Office  consists  of  the  Boards  of  Inquiry  Office;  upon  proclamation  of  the  Employment  Equity  Act,  the  Employment 
Equity  Tribunal;  and  the  Pay  Equity  Hearings  Tribunal,  the  Minister  of  Citizenship  is  responsible  for  the  Boards  of  Inquiry  Office  and 
the  Employment  Equity  Tribunal,  and  the  Minister  of  Labour  is  responsible  for  the  Pay  Equity  Hearings  Tribunal.  The  boards  of  Inquiry 
Office  provides  support  to  Boards  of  Inquiry,  appointed  by  the  Minister  of  Citizenship,  to  adjudicate  complaints  under  the  Ontario  Human 
Rights  Code.  The  Employment  Equity  Tribunal  will  be  responsible  for  the  adjudication  of  disputes  arising  under  the  Employment  Equity 
Act.  The  Pay  Equity  Hearings  Tribunal  is  responsible  for  the  adjudication  of  disputes  arising  under  the  Pay  Equity  Act.  The  Tribunals' 
Office  provides  shared  professional  and  administrative  services  to  them.

Program  Description: 

The  program  provides  policy,  curriculum,  and  program  direction  to  elementary,  secondary,  postsecondary,  and  training  institutions 
in  Ontario  in  support  of  the  government's  social  and  economic  policy  objectives,  including  the  creation  of  a  lifelong  learning  culture 
throughout  the  province.  Financial  policies  and  accountability  mechanisms  are  established  and  govern  the  transfer  of  public  funds,  both 
operating  and  capital,  to  local  education  and  training  delivery  agents/authorities.  Restructuring  within  the  school,  college,  and  university 
sectors  is  being  promoted  in  accordance  with  government's  broader  public  sector  restructuring  goals. 

The  program  addresses  learner  access  needs  in  a  variety  of  ways  including  distance  education  courses,  three  French-language  colleges, 
loan  assistance  to  supplement  personal/family  resources  of  students  attending  eligible  postsecondary  institutions,  and,  operation  of  provincial 
elementary  and  secondary  schools  for  the  deaf,  blind,  deaf/blind,  and  sttudents  with  severe  learning  disabilities  and  attention-deficit 
hyperactivity  disorder.  The  program  coordinates  and  monitors  anti  racist  and  ethnocultural  equity  measures  taken  by  school  boards,  schools, 
colleges,  and  universities. 

The  program  is  reponsible  for  negotiation  of  intergovernmental  education  and  training  policies  and  joint  agreements.  It  maintains, 
on  behalf  of  government,  links  with  the  Ontario  Training  and  Adjustment  Board.  The  program  also  supports  a  number  of  advisory  agencies 
which  provide  advice  to  the  Minister  on  funding  and  policies  affecting  the  education  and  training  system,  including  the  specific  educational 
needs  of  Aboriginals  and  Francophones.  This  complements  ongoing  relations  and  liaison  maintained  by  the  program  with  a  wide  range 
of  education  and  training  stakeholders  in  the  province.

Program  Description: 

The  Treasury  Board  Program  supports  the  Minister  of  Finance  and  the  Treasury  Board  in  their  role  of  coordinating  and  providing 
direction  on  the  government's  operating  and  capital  expenditure  planning,  allocation  and  management;  providing  analysis  to  support  the 
integration  of  policy  and  expenditure  issues;  and  reviewing  programs  and  program  areas  to  support  strategic  government  objectives.  The 
program  also  provides  support  for  pay  equity  in  transfer  payment  agencies  and  for  corporate  initiatives,  such  as  jobsOntario  Capital,  the 
review  of  capital  Crown  Corporations,  and  support  to  the  Joint  Central  Committee  on  Productivity  Savings,  as  included  in  the  budget  plan. 

In  addition,  this  program  is  responsible  for:  ensuring  that  financial  transactions  are  recorded  properly  and  controls  are  in  place 
to  safeguard  the  Province's  assets;  the  operation  of  the  financial  systems  of  financial  information,  control  and  reporting  of  the  financial 
position  of  the  Province  to  the  Legislature  and  the  public;  monitoring  financial  activities  of  the  Crown  Corporations  and  agencies;  and 
promoting  good  financial  management  practices  relating  to  improvement  in  the  quality  of  financial  information  for  decision  making 
purposes. 

In  the  Estimates  provisions  were  made  for  support  for  pay  equity  in  transfer  payment  agencies  and  for  the  cost  of  corporate 
initiatives  as  included  in  the  budget  plan.  It  was  not  practicable,  however,  to  distribute  these  estimates  among  the  programs  and  activities 
of  each  ministry.  Accordingly  the  gross  projected  support  for  pay  equity  in  transfer  payment  agencies  and  corporate  initiatives  costs 
appeared  in  the  "Contingencies"  and  "jobsOntario  Capital  Fund"  provisions. 

In  this  regard,  commitments  totalling  $187,335,950  against  the  "Contingencies"  activity  and  $220,026,200  against  the  "jobsOntario 
Capital  Fund"  activity  were  approved.  This  amount  is  gross  of  any  underspending  within  each  ministry  activity.  As  the  actual  costs  were 
incurred  they  were  not  charged  against  the  "Contingencies"  or  "jobsOntario  Capital  Fund"  activities  but  rather  against  the  votes  and  items 
to  which  they  pertained.  The  "Contingencies"  and  "jobsOntario  Capital  Fund"  activities  therefore  show  no  spending  against  the 
appropriation.

Program  Description: 

A  major  objective  of  this  program  is  to  respond  to  the  needs  of  Ontario  residents  for  socially  assisted  housing  in  conjunction  with 
the  non-profit  and  cooperative  housing  sectors,  the  private  sector,  other  ministries,  and  other  levels  of  government.  Activities  encompass 
social  housing  program  development  and  the  delivery  and  administration  of  a  variety  of  socially  assisted  housing  programs.  This  includes 
the  delivery  and  administration  of  Provincial  non-profit  housing  programs,  and  the  provision  and  management  by  Ontario  Housing 
Corporation  of  rent-geared-to-income  housing  for  low  and  modest  income  families,  senior  citizens,  disabled  persons,  and  other  eligible 
persons,  to  ensure  their  access  to  affordable,  well-maintained,  and  secure  shelter. 

A  second  major  objective  of  this  program  is  to  administer  the  Rent  Control  Act,  which  is  designed  to  protect  tenants  from 
excessive  rent  increases  and  to  preserve  and  maintain  adequate  rental  housing  in  Ontario.  Activities  include:  resolving  applications  for  rent 
revisions  and  related  matters  filed  by  landlords  and  tenants;  providing  information  to  the  public  on  all  residential  tenancy  matters; 
administering  the  rent  registry;  and  reviewing  and  recommending  appropriate  action  concerning  applications  for  exemptions  under  the  Rental 
Housing  Protection  Act.

Program  Description: 

The  Ontario  Labour  Relations  Board  (OLRB)  is  a  quasi-judicial  tribunal  with  responsibility  for  administering  the  Labour  Relations 
Act.  Its  activities  include  trade  union  certification,  unfair  labour  practices,  first  contract  arbitration,  strike/lockout  issues,  jurisdictional 
disputes  and  the  arbitration  of  construction  industry  grievances.  With  the  recent  passage  of  Billl  17,  amending  the  Crown  Employees 
Collective  Bargaining  Act  (CECBA),  the  Board  is  now  responsible  for  the  labour  relations  of  Ontario's  Crown  employees.  The  Board  is 
also  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of  protecting  employees  in  exercising  their  rights  under  such  statutes  as  the  Occupational  Health  and 
Safety  Act  and  the  Environmental  Protection  Act. 

The  four  statutory  tribunals  comprising  the  Public  Service  Appeal  Boards  are  independent  quasi-judicial  tribunals  that  oversee  the 
labour  relations  of  Ontario  Crown  employees.  They  include  the  Ontario  Public  Service  Labour  Relations  Tribunal  (OPSLRT),  the  Crown 
Employees  Grievance  Settlement  Board,  the  Public  Service  Grievance  Board  and  the  Classification  Rating  Committees.  Bill  117  will 
ultimately  transfer  all  of  the  OPSLRT's  responsibilities  to  the  OLRB,  once  the  OPSLRT  disposes  of  the  last  matter  referred  to  it  under 
CECBA  prior  to  amendment.
